Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative proposed amending claim 26 by among 
other things changing first through third mechanisms with first and second driving mechanisms wherein first driving 
mechanism scans the projection surface with the light in a first direction by rotating the mirror and a second driving 
mechanism rotates the first driving mechanism in the first direction. The office stated that while this would still probably 
read over the Deter et al. reference subject to further search and/or consideration, it still would not necessarily read 
over Orcutt et, al. as an argument could be made that the torisional hinges 1 14(a) and 1 14(b) are the first driving 
mechanism. Applicant disagreed with this interpretation of the hinges of Orcutt, The office suggested an additional 
amendment of including some language claiming the solid axils between the mechanisms and/or the mechanisms and 
the mirror (see figure 7a of applicant's drawing), might overcome the use of the hinges as a mechanism, since the 
hinges cannot be both driving mechanisms and an axle at the same time. Such an amendment subject to further 
search and/or consideration might overcome the Orcutt et al. reference . 
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
